Fine Band of Two-year-olds In This Esta- 
blishment — Heavy Track Xo Deterrent 
to Training Activities. 



BALTIMORE, Md., March 29.— All racing 
roads lead to Prince George Park, Bowie, this 
week. At the picturesque and splendidly 
equipped course of the Southern Maryland 
Agricultural Association, which is conven- 
iently placed on the interurban electric rail- 
road midway between Washington and Bal- 
timore, there will be inaugurated Tuesday 
the greatest year American racing will haye 
known. Before the thoroughbreds disperse 
from Bowie at the end of November, after 
a fall meeting, for the winter racing places 
at Havana, Tijuana and New Orleans they 
will have competed in the United States and 
Canada for all of $9,000,000. Another $1,- 
800,000 to $2,000,000 will be distributed at 
the winter plants and the resultant total of 
about $12,000,000 will represent an advance 
on last j'ear’s distribution of nearly a million, 
if not quite that Last year’s distribution was 
a record. 

Bowie will race through the first fortnight 
of April without competition nearer than 
Tijuana. The distribution will be about 
$10,000 a day and features of the meeting 
will be revivals of the $5,000 Inaugural Han- 
dicap, a dash of seven-eighths, for three- 
year-olds and over; the $2,500 Capital Stakes, 
a dash of seven-eighths, for three-year-olds' 
exclusively, and the $5,000 Prince George 
Handicap of one mile and a sixteenth, for 
three-year-olds and over. 

FEATURES AT HAVRE. 

The April meeting of the Harford Agricul- 
tural and Breeders’ Association at Havre 
de Grace will follow the Bowie meeting and 
that in turn will be followed by the May 
meeting of the Maryland Jockey Club at 
Pimlico. Havre de Grace racing in the last 
fortnight of April will be marked by revivals 
of the $5,000 Harford Handicap, a dash of 
threi^-quarters, for three-year-olds and over; 
the $5,000 Aberdeen Stakes of four fourlongs 
and a half, for two-year-olds; the $5,000 
Philadelphia Handicap, one mile and a six- 
teenth, for three-year-olds and over, and the 
$5,000 Chesapeake Stakes, one mile and a 
sixteenth, for three-year-olds exclusively. 

Salient features of the Pimlico meeting 
will be a revival after a lapse of more than 
a quarter of a century of the Dixie Handicap, 
a gallop of one mile and three-sixteenths, for 
three-year-olds and over, and a renewal of 
the historic Preakness, a dash of one mile 
and an eighth, for three -year-olds exclusive- 
ly. The Dixie will carry an added money 
value of $25,000, the Preakness $50,000. 
Spring racing in New York and Kentucky 
will begin as the eastern horses are leaving 
Havre de Grace. 

Some 800 thoroughbreds of various ages 
and conditions are at Prince George Park and 
the old Penning course of the District of 
t'olumbia, nineteen miles away, awaiting 
racing summons. Two- thirds of these are 
winter-seasoned campaigners from New Or- 
lt*ans, mostly arrivals since the finish of 
Jeffer.son I’ark racing March 17. Most of 
the remaining third wintered mu have 
trained at Penning and Bowie, although i. 
few have come down from Jersey New 
York, 

HEALTH OF HORSES GOOD. 

Generally the winter-toughened campaign- 
ers from the South get a,way with a lion’s 
share of Bowie’s .spring purses. It will be 
different this spring. Training weather has 
been uniformly good in Maryland and- the 
District, al.so on Long Lsland and in Jersey 
since the beginning of March and eastern 
horsemen have availed themselves to the 
utmost of their opportunities. There hasn’t 
been a sick horse anywhere. Some of the 
most precocious of the Benning and Bowie 
colonies are near midspring form. The 
slushy snowfalls of the earlier part of the 
month packed and helped the sandy going of 
the Bowie and Benning courses. Eastern- 
trained campaigners will contest foot by foot 
♦•very eighth of ground. The migrants from 
the South will be lucky if they hold their 
own. Preponderance in numbers w’ill be 
theirs, weight of class will be with the east- 
ern-trained hor.ses.

LOUISVILLE. Ky„ March 29.— The thor- 
oughbred colony at Churchill Downs w^as 
considerably augmented Saturday morning 
when sixteen horses belonging to Montfort 
and B. B. Jones arrived in charge of trainer 
Kay Spence. The horses came direct from 
Audley Farm in Virginia and shipped in 
splendid condition. The consignment com- 
prised twelve two-year-olds and four three - 
year-olds. They joined the division of the 
stable that recently arrived from New Or- 
leans in charge of F. A. Gailor after a win- 
ter’s campaign. The combined divisions 
bring the stable’s strength up to thirty head 
and makes it next to that of John E. Mad- 
den, the largest establishment in local train- 
ing. The three-year-olds that were included 
in the arrivals were Lord Martin, the stable’s 
main dependence for the Kentucky Derby; 
Princess Doreen, a formidable candidate for 
the Kentucky Oaks; New Gold and Pearl 
Mesta. 

This quartet wintered at Audley Farm, 
wHere they were galloped every day and are 
now ready to enter upon intensive spring 
training. I^rd Martin in particular appears 
to be in splendid trim and probably as far 
advanced in his training as any other D^rby 
candidate here, with the exception of Black 
Gold. Lord Martin is a chestnut colt by Sir 
Martin — Mallard, by Star Shoot, and raced 
creditably as a two-year-old. He only start- 
ed seven times and won one race and in two 
others was beaten by a close margin. 

The dozen two-year-olds are among the 
finest looking ever brought here and. having | 
been broken and schcrrrred, are ready to* be , 
sent along for speedy gallops. Most of them I 
were bred at Audley Farm and are bred to j 
run fast and far.

March 29.— It’s the 
eve of the . fifth annual renewal of the Cof- 
froth Handicap. Fame, glory and rich mon- 
etary reward await the successful trio. The 
shouts and plaudits of a tremendous crowd 
will add to their heritage. An extra bonus 
it will be. It should be a fast track. One 
of the most welcome of suns peeked over the 
Mexican hills at an early morning hour 
and gave the Mexican course a hot-room 
treatment. A gentle, but determined breeze, 
was wafted in from the Pacific. Moisture 
cannot exist under such agents. There is 
every prospect tonight for a fast course. 

That nothing will be overlooked in setting 
the stage for this long-awaited Ck)ffroth 
Handicap, with its $40,000 added money and 
other rich disbursements, the track will be 
harrowed all of tonight. The ever desirable 
sum of $44,800 will be the winner’s share at 
the end of this gallop of one and a quarter 
miles on Sunday afternoon. When over- 
nights for tomorrow’s program were taken 
this morning, it was disclosed that the own- 
er.^ of twenty-one thoroughbreds, including 
some of the most famous distance horses of 
America, had elected to accept wreights. 

The weather is sunny nowr. The track will 
be fast and out of the list of twenty-one 
thoroughbreds it is difficult to learn of a 
single improbable starter. 

While an anxious turfdom awaits word of 
the winner, it is not amiss to say something 
of the chances of Exterminator. The Willis 
Sharp Kilmer horse will be coupled in the 
wagering with Muttikina, the^liope of Com- 
mander J. K. L. Ross, whose Rebuke won the 
last Coffroth. Henry McDaniel trains both. 
Albert Johnson will ride Exterminator. Says 
McDaniel : ”I will have no excuses to offer 

if Exterminator is not the winner tomorrow. 
In fact, I am extremely confident that he will 
be first to the wire. He is in fine condition 
and shows it in his every move. His works 
have been entirely satisfactory. It would ! 
seem that the entry of Exterminator and 
Muttikins should be the logical favorite.” 

Jockey J. D. Mooney, who arrived here 
yesterday from I..ouisviIle to ride Cherry 
Tree for Baron Long in the big stake, was 
on the road today making himself fit for his 
engagement tomorrow. 

Everything was hustle and bu.stle at the 
track today, work for the Coffroth being car- {

program. 

Special trains, steamers and a continued 
string of automobiles arrived at frequent 
intervals in San Diego today and tonight, j 
The streets, hotel lobbies and all meeting 
places are crowded. Of tbe twenty-one prob- j 
able starters the name of Exterminator is j 
heard the most frequently. Whether the; 
Willis Sharpe Kilmer hope is the winner or 
whether the victor is one of the much les.ser 
lights the fact will not down that 75 per 
cent of the crowd will be rooting for Ex- 
terminator to be first to the finish.

Racing Commission Approves 
Schedule Agreed Upon. 

Officials for Various Tracks An-< 
nounced and Other Turf 
Business Transacted. 



LETXINGTON, Ky„ March 29.— The new 
Kentucky State Racing Commission held ita 
Initial meeting here this morning at 11 :30 
and organized by electing former state sen- 
ator Thomas A. Combs to be chairman ; Pollc 
Lafoon, of Covington, to be vice-chairman, 
and W. S. Sherwood, of Lexington (not a 
member of the commission), to be secretary. 

The other three members of the commission, 
Messrs. Gemmill B. Sennf, of Mt. Sterling, 
and Walter I. Kohn and Charles Middleton, 
of Louisville, also were present. 

License to hold race meetings during tha 
year 1924 were granted the Kentucky Asso- 
ciation for the I..exington Track ; the Ken- 
tucky Jockey Club for the Louisville 
(Churchill Downs) and Latonia tracks, an(l 
the Tri-State F'air and Racing Association 
for Raceland, the new track near Ashland. 

No application for a license for Dade Park 
at Henderson was made. 

Racing dates were granted as follows ; 

Lexingtorv — Saturday, April 26 to Wednes- 
day, May 7, 10 days. 

Louisville — Saturday, May 10 to Saturday, 
May 31, 19 days. 

I..atonia — Tuesday, June 3 to Saturday, 
July 5, 30 days. 

Raceland — Thursday, July 10 to Saturday, 
August 2, 21 days. 

The licensed organizations submitted lis.if 
of officials for the commission’s approval 
and upon motion of Mr. Laffoon, it was voted 
that the lists would be considered in execu- 
tive session to be held at the conclusion of 
the open session. 

A. B. H.VNCOCK’S DENIAL. 

A. B. Hancock, of Paris, appeared before 
the commission and entered denial of state- 
ments attributed to him in criticism of the 
Kentucky racing officials of last year, a.s 
published in a recent issue of Collyer’s Eye, 

Wallace Muir, attorney, of Lexington, ap- 
peared and requested that a hearing before 
the commission be granted to jockey W. Kel- 
say and owner C. T. Worthington, and thaC 
pending the hearing Kelsay be granted per- 
mission to exercise horses. 

Upon motion action was deferred to the 
executive session. 

Senator Camden, as retiring chairman of 
the former commission, presented the audit 
of the books of the commission and stated 
that the audit liad shown the report of re- 
tiring secretary E. G. Stoll, to be correcU 
The audit was accepted. 

John B. Mcl.*aughlin was re-elected super- 
visor of pari-mutuels and L. G. Thiesen, of 
Louisville, was elected telegraph censor, lit* 
previously has filled this place. 

The commi.ssion then went into executive 
session and in a short while adjourned for 
luncheon, saying that they w'ould take Ui> 
their w^ork again during the afternoon.

Judge Morphy Leaves for Bowie After Two 
Weeks of Detail Work in Connection 
AVith Local Racing. 



AVith the announcement that a $15,000 
Chicago Derby will be run at Haw’thorne on 
the afternoon of July 12, over the mile and 
a quarter route. Judge Joseph A. Murphy, 
general manager of the Chicago Business 
Men’s Uaciiig Association, left yesterday for 
Bowie, where he is to serve in the stewards’ 
stand. 

Judge Murphy had been in CHiicago for two 
weeks conferring with his associates in the 
(]^hicago Business Men’s Racing Association, 
and before going to Maryland said that 
substantial progress had been made in the 
Chicago racing situation, and that by the 
time he returns, the day after the Bowie 
meeting end.s, he is confident that he will 
bo able to make definite announcement of 
complete Chicago racing plans for the com- 
ing season. 

Reviving the Chicago Derby marks the 
first step in a policy to bring back a number 
of the old-time fixtures which occupied fea- 
ture places on the Ilawrthorne programs of a 
quarter of a century ago. 

The Hawthorne Derby was revived last 
year and w’as for a value of $10,000. It 
was won by Carl AViedemann’s In Memoriam, 
the colt that later in the year raced Zev 
into defeat at l.^tonia. It was known as the 
Illinois Derby, but Judge Murphy, looking 
to a permanent rebuilding of racing in Chi- 
cago, was of the opinion that several of the 
historic fixtures of another day should be 
brought back and that Chicago patran.s 
again should be afforded the opportunity of 
seeing them decided. 

Before his departure for Bowie, Judge 
Murphy conferred at length here yesterday 
with W. A. “Billy” Myers W’ho- has come 
on from the Hast to take charge of Jhe im- 
provement w'ork which is contemplated at 
Hawthorne and to convert the Cicero plant 
into as modern a home for thoroughbred rac- 
ing as is possible. 

Billy, who first gained fame for making a 
real beauty spot out of the old Harlem track 
in (’hicago, arrived on Friday morning and 
at tw'o o’clock that afternoon was surveying 
the Hawthorne grounds in company with 
John Keegan with whom he is to share the 
responsibilities of getting Hawthorne into 
racing shape. 

*’I will begin work on the stables and track 
first in order to get them ready for the 
horses and horsemen,” Myers said. “Then 
I think w'e will have ample time to improve 
the grounds and stands before our racing 
sea.son opens,” he said. 

Horsemen have been asked to stay away 
from Hawthorne until the improvements are 
well on their w’ay to completion and a num- 
ber who had planned to ship here direct from 
winter tracks have changed their plans and 
are shipping to Kentucky and elsewhere until 
such time as they can again move to the 
local course. 



RAIN AND MUD AT BOWIE 



Trainers Forced to Send Charges 
Over Heavy Course — Applica- 
tions Are Pouring In. 



BOWIK, Md., March 29. — Over a track that 
had been drenched by a hard night’s rain, 
trainers sent their charges this morning ov’er 
the Bowde course in preparation for the open- 
ing day’s racing on Tue.sday. Joseph Mc- 
Lennan w'as deluged with applications from 
trainers and jockeys who wish to ply their 
vocation during the Maryland racing season. 
Joseph F. Hayward, secretary of the Mary- 
land Racing Commission, announced that he 
would arrive on Monday morning and pass 
on all applications. 

Starters Snyder and Hamilton were at 
Bowie this morning and W’ere kept busy 
schooling two-year-olds at the barrier. The 
majority of the budding racers were forward 
in their lessons. Those that wintered at 
Benning were sc-hooled during the winter and 
are pronounced well above the average in 
that respect. It has not been decided w’ho 
will w'ield the flag the opening day. although 
the majority of horsemen have centered upon 
Snyder. 

The final touches to the plant have been 
completed and a large force of workmen w'ere 
kept busy during the day. The track was in 
wretched condition due to the heavy rains 
and pronounced mud runners have the call 
on the opening day. 

AV^eights for the inaugural handicap over 
the seven-eighths distance have been allotted 
and will be released* at five o’clock. Twenty- 
four have been iiamed for the race, which 
carries an added value of $5,000. 

The influ.x of horses still continues and 
track superintendent R.ichard I’ending is 
hard pressed to find room for the recent ar- 
rivals 

Donaghee, the Kentucky Derby candidate 
that raced into prominence through Canada 
last year, is going along w’ell in his prepara- 
tions and owner Bean is confident that he 
will give a good a(?count of himself in the 
running of the great Kentucky race. 

Trainer Alec (Jordon, w’ho has charge of 
the ’’Bud” Fisher racers, will send several 
to Havre de (Iracc according to w’ord re- 
ceived today. Mr. Mutt, the main reliance of 
the stable, will be a starter in the Breakne.ss, 
while Nellie Mor.se may be seen under colors 
in the running of the Pimlico Oaks.
